up to voice opposition in Parliament to the Abolition of Slavery. 

He is depicted in the portrait pointing to the new Holyhead Road, by-passing 
Conway, which he was instrumental in making, it is said to avehge an affront from the town 
of Conway. 

By his development of the Penrhyn Quarry, he gave an impetus to the Welsh slate

** This picture is probably the most important painting of pugilistic int 
in existence. It was painted for Sir Henry Smythe, Bt., first chairman ¢ 
Pugilistic Club, formed as an authority for the better management of figl 
the rooms at 13 Bond Street, which Jackson shared with Henry Angel 
fencing master. Jackson’s pupils included the Prince Regent and Lord 


The latter described his manners as “ infinitely superior to those of the Fellows 
College whom I meet at the high table,” and treated him as a friend. He enter 
Jackson at Cambridge, Newstead and Brighton. The poet boxed for the sake of € 
and from his fear of getting fat. He speaks of himself as “ not a bad boxer when I 
keep my temper, which was difficult, but which I strove to do ever since I knocked 
Mr. Parling and put his knee-pan out in Angelo’s and Jackson’s rooms in 1806.” 

Jackson was born in London in 1769 ; he died in 18456 at the age of seventy-sevel 
was buried at Brompton Cemetery. He was Champion of England from 1795 te 
and contested three prize-fights. In the first, fought in 1788, in the presence of the I 
of Wales, he defeated Thomas Fewtrell (or Futrell). In the second, with George Ingle 
the Brewer, in_1789, he slipped on the. wet boards, dislocated his ankle, and broke a| 
bone in his leg, thus losing the fight. He afterwards defeated Mendoza in 1795, rej 
in 1802, in favour of Jem Belcher. He seems to have been landlord of the Sun and Pi 
bowl, Holborn, and of the Cock at Sutton. . 

Tom Moore, in a note to Tom Cribb’s Memorial to Congress, says “This gentlemé 
he well deserves to be called, from the correctness of his conduct and the peculiar v 
of his manners, forms that useful link between the amateurs and professors of pug 
which, when broken, it will be difficult, if not wholly impossible, to replace.’’ -He Cal 
good yeoman stock, the son of a builder ; a fine all-round athlete, of prodigious streng 
could lift half a ton and is said to have signed his name with an 84 pound weight slu ng | 
his little finger.
